REMARKS 

Claims 1, 3-8, 23-24 and 29-45 are pending in the application. Of these , claims 3-4 and 
8 are canceled. Thus, claims 1,5-7, 23-24 and 29-45 stand for further examination. 

Applicants note with appreciation the Examiner's guidance in re-numbering the claims 
for purposes of examination. The claim numbers are herein amended consistent with the 
Examiner's guidance. 



Claim 1 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C.§103 over McCarthy in view of Bauer. Claim 1 
is herein amended to more clearly recite that the alerting signal that is affected is "a page" 
alerting signal, and that the affect is to "a characteristic of this signal. This is not taught
